into the Congressional impeachment 
process. 
Meeting 
in

session, the Court heard arguments 
on Jaworski’s appeal of Nixon's 
refusal to honor his subpoena for 
records 
of 
p res id en tial 
conversations for use the Watergate 
coverup 
trial 
of 
six 
persons 
including some of the President’s 
former top aides. 


One of the accused, former White 
House chief of staff H R. Haldeman. 
was in the crowded Court chambers 
as eight justices heard just over 
three hours of oral arguments from 
Jaworski and St. Clair in the case 
which breaks new legal ground on

The Court, which delayed the start 
of its summer recess to take up the 
case, now will rule on whether

But there was no immediate 
indication when its ruling would 
come —or whether Nixon would 
abide by it. 
Jaworski, leading off the historic 
arguments in the packed chamber, 
said: “ This case goes to the heart of 
our basic constitutional system. In 
our view, this form of government is 
in serious jeopardy.” 


The 
prosecutor, 
appointed 
by 
Nixon to handle the investigation 
into the nation's most encompassing 
political scandal, said the bedrock 
issue in his efforts to obtain 64 
presidential tapes and documents 
for the Watergate cover-up trials 
scheduled for September is “ Who is 
to be the arbiter of what the 
Constitution says?” 


St. 
Clair countered 
with 
the 
argument 
that 
Jaworski’s 
case 
should be dismissed on grounds the 
Supreme Court would be injecting 
itself 
into 
the 
impeachment 
proceedings being conducted by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
“ Only the legislature has the right 
to conduct in impeachment,” St. 
Clair 
argued. 
‘‘The 
special 


prosecutor is drawing this Court into 
those proceedings inevitably and 
inexorably.” 


Only eight justices heard the case 
because one, William H. Rehnquist, 
disqualified himself because of his 
former 
associations 
with 
those 
charged in the case. Should there be 
a 4 to 4 tie on the matter, Jaworski’s 
subpoena would remain in force 
along with the grand jury’s naming 
of Nixon s a co-conspirator. 


Even as St. Clair was presenting 
his case at the Supreme Court, a 
White 
House 
spokesman 
again 
would not say whether Nixon would 
obey a Court ruling. In response to 
numerous questions, Deputy Press 
Secretary Gerald L. Warren said “ it 
would be very wrong” for him to 
comment in any way on the dispute 
or - its possible outcome while St. 
Clair was dealing with the matter at 
the court. 


Senate Leaders Mike Mansfield 
and Hugh Scott said Nixon should 
abide 
by 
any 
Supreme 
Court 
decision. 
Mansfield 
said 
“ any 
citizen should obey any ruling of the 
Supreme Court. It would be a duty.” 
And Scott said “ yes, he (Nixon) 
should not defy the Supreme Court if 


it is a clear opinion.” 


Justice 
Thurgood 
Marshall, 
drawing a ripple of laughter from 
spectators, remarked that if the 
Supreme Court dismissed the case 
on grounds it should not have taken 
it up in the first place, Jaworski’s 
subpoena for Nixon's records would

Nonetheless, St. Clair replied, “ It 
should be dismissed, period.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - The U.S. 
Customs Court today ruled that 
President 
Nixon 
exceeded 
his 
authority in 1971 when he imposed a 
10 per cent surcharge on all imports 
in 1971, and ordered all money 
collected in the four month period to 
be refunded. 
The 
unanimous 
decision 
was 
handed down by a special three- 
judge panel on a suit brought in 
February, 
1972, 
by 
Yoshida 
International Inc., a large Japanese 
manufacturing firm. 
The special panel, requested by 
both parties in the dispute, was 
headed by Chief Judge Nils Boe. 


Judges Herbert Maletz and Edward 
Re wrote concurring opinions. 
The court ruled that the President 
had not been granted the power by 
Congress to impose the 10 per cent 
surcharge on Aug 15, 1971. 
It ordered the Customs Bureau to 
make total restitution of all money 
collected during the four months the 
tax was in effect. 
A 
court spokesman said the 
government was expected to appeal 
the decision to the Court of Customs 
and Patents Appeals in Washington 
If the ruling is upheld there, he said, 
the case could go to the U.S 
Supreme Court.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Col. Pavel Popovich whooped with joy at a soccer 
score and wished his daughter good luck on her school exams Lt. Col Yuri 
Artyukhin stuffed himself with cabbage soup, but complained of milk in his 
coffee. 


The Soviet Union issued U.S.style, human interest reports today on two 
cosmonauts orbiting the earth in a space laboratory and indicated the men 
might try to set a Russian record for manned space flight. 


The Tass news agency said Popovich and Artyukhin, who blasted off July 
3, were feeling well and in good spirits despite a couple of disagreements 
with Soviet ground controllers. 


Local green carders 


Lompoc's workers of the fields: 
picturesque but hard toilers

series. ) 
note: This is the first of a two part

Sixty-four men — green card holders (legal 
residents) from Mexico except for two or three 
Mexican-Americans — stoop close to the earth, 
portrayed like humble and soil-bound European 
peasants reaping in the countryside in a painting by 
Jean FYancois Millet 
They make-up the fastest harvesting crew in 
Lompoc and Oxnard. 
Their backs bend over leafy rows for hours for Del 
Mar Packing Co., the largest produee growing 
company in Lompoc Valley Others are Santa Clara 
Farms and Eady and Associates (the only local 
unionized company). 
This summer Del Mar has planted 500 acres of 
cabbage, 1,200 acres of lettuce, and, as a trial, 30 
acres of cucumber 
Most.is planted on company 
owned land. This year the cabbage and lettuce crops 
will be planted and harvested twice. 
The crops were sowed in January by 12 permanent 
Mexican-American employes who live in Lompoc. 
February 20 the early crews of green card workers set 
to thinning and hoeing and on April 15 harvesting 
began, reinforced by more field laborers. 
Harvesting will continue until December 5. Many of 
these men will work through the winter to harvest Del 
Mar’s broccoli crop that will be planted in September. 
The 100-odd men and a few women who work the 
fields for Del Mar are broken into three groups - a 
harvesting crew (all men»; a bulk crew; and a 
thinning and hoeing crew. The 17-man bulk crew cuts 
lettuce determined unfit to be boxed under a brand 
name. Instead, it winds up shredded in your “ Big 
Boy” hamburgers.

This lettuce is either twisted or small, but it is good 
otherwise. 
Twenty-five men and women make-up the thinning 
and hoeing crew and they do exactly what the title 
implies: thin out cabbage and lettuce plants and hoe 
weeds. 
The harvesting crew works fast to cut lettuce and 
cabbage, stuff the heads in cardboard boxes, and pitch 
the boxes on flatbed trucks because they are paid by 
piece work. They toil as a team, earning 43 cents for 
each box of lettuce and 42 cents for each box of 
cabbage gathered. 
Mike Shannon, general manager of Del Mar’s 
Lompoc division, is the big boss. A stocky man with a 
red mustache and slits for eyes that are especially 
unobservable when he wears his wide, straight brim 
western hat, he drives a comfortable, baby-blue LTD 
in the fields to spot-inspect the crews. 
One day recently his crew packed 4,640 boxes of 
cabbage and lettuce. They worked from 7 a m. to 2 
pm with half an hour for lunch. Each man made $33. 
According to Shannon, the volume of boxes 
represented a normal day’s harvest. More boxes were 
not filled because the day’s orders had been filled. 
Some weeks, he noted, when the market is good, the 
working days begin at 7 a.m. and end at 7 or 8 p.m. 
and the men make over $450 each for the week 
“ People don’t understand,” he volunteered. “ What 
makes me mad are these Chavez people. The poor 
Mexicans are making pretty good money.” 
He added, “ Of course, it’s pretty hard work.” 
Del Mar owns and operates a five building camp on 
the north tip of Douglas Avenue.

The new B1 bomber and a

competing for the title of 
America s most expensive

producing either plane has 
already surpassed the cost 
of the trouble-plagued C5A 
cargo, which until recently 
held the distinction of being 
the nation’s most expensive 
plane 
Eighty-one 
C5A's 
have been built at a cost of 
$56 million each 
But the much maligned 
C5A has already lost its 
title , 
according 
to 
information the Air Force 
gave Congress recently The 
figures put the cost of the B1 
at $61.5 million each and the

SACRAMENTO lU P Ii - California s 
only law regulating the small army of 
lobbyists who court Capitol legislators 
probably has been obliterated, but nobody 
is worrying much 
Legislative Counsel George H. Murphy 
says it is “ doubtful" whether the statute is 
in effect because of the passage last month 
of Prop 9. the political reform initiative. 
Murphy also said the ballot measure 
raised legal questions about the validity of 
the state’s new campaign finance and 
conflict-of-interest laws 
The agencies charged with enforcing all 
three laws report they have received 
inquiries from candidates and lobbyists 
about the statutes as a result of Prop 9. 
But so far nobody has refused to comply 
with them, the agencies say. 
“ Ninety-nine per cent of the people are 
honorable and will 
honor what was 
intended to be the law,” said Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, R-San Rafael. 
Nonetheless, Bagley has authored a bill 
(AB4489) to re-enact the statutes in 
question. It will be heard in the Assembly 
Elections Committee shortly after the 
lawmakers return from their summer 
recess in August. 
“ In case somebody wanted to play games 
we would have a club. " explained Bagley in 
an interview 
The assemblyman said he will drop 


another bill (AB4490) which would have 
also solved the problems by putting Prop 9 
into effect immediately. He declared that 
would be “ constitutionally impossible and 
practically unrealistic ” 
The legal questions were raised because 
Prop 9 apparently repealed the lobbyist 
statute and old pre-1974 laws dealing with 
campaign finance and conflicts of interest 
Sections of Prop 9 dealing with those 
areas, however, do not go into effect until 
Jan. 7, 1975 
Another dimension is added to the 
problem because new campaign finance 
and conflict-of-interest laws, which went 
into effect this year, were enacted after 
Prop. 9 was prepared but before the June 4 
election in which it was approved 
Murphy said it could be argued the new 
laws were “repealed by implication ” But 
he added, “ We think the courts would 
probably assume that the proponents did 
not intend a gap in the law." 
Assemblyman 
John 
Quimby, 
D-San 
Bernardino, chairman of the lobbyist 
registration subcommittee, said his group 
would continue to enforce the old lobbyist 
law. 
The committee’s consultant, Margaret 
Smith, said some of the nearly 700 lobbyists 
have inquired about the law’s status but 
have not refused to register or file their 
monthly financial statements.

WASHINGTON (U PIl - 
Weekly grocery bills for a 
family of four on a low-cost 
diet rose to $43.90 in May, up

Department, also showed 
that food price inflation 
since January has hit low 
and 
moderate 
income 
families harder than high 
income groups. 
The estimates 
showed 
that May grocery bills for 
four-person families on the 
“ Economy” and “ Low-Cost 
Plan" diets 
drafted 
by 
government 
nutritionists 
were 5.3 per cent higher 
than 
in 
January. 
But, 
weekly food 
expenses for 
four-person households able 
to afford “ Moderate-Cost 
Plan" diets rose only 3.4 per 
cent for the same period. 
For families following a 
“ Liberal Plan" food budget, 
May costs were only 3.1 per 
cent above January, the 
report said. 
The May increase in the 
cost of the sample diets 
followed a decline in April. 


The April drop was the first 
since last October. 
Here are the costs of a

the

May, 
including the “ Economy" 
plan which is used as the 
base for calculating benefits 
to needy people in the Food 
Stamp program:

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Delegating power 
Presidential whole 
equal to its parts 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Has President Nixon suffered 
from a unique system that 
has allowed a few aides to 
shield him from the truth? Or 
have his failures been re­ 
flected in earlier adm inistra­ 
tions? 
R ichard Tanner Johnson 
implies the latter in a new 
book “Managing the White 
House,” A form er special 
assistant to the secretary of 
Labor in both the Nixon and 
Joh n son a d m in istra tio n s, 
Johnson studies the last six 
Presidents, especially in rel­ 
ation to their delegations of 
authority. 
He links Nixon with Tru­ 
m a n , E i s e n h o w e r a n d 
Johnson as a President who 
preferred a “ fo rm a listic” 
government. Since all four of 
these presidencies cultivated 
conflicts of interest, covert 
bargaining by subordinates 
and outright scan d al, the 
analysis is an interesting one. 
In the fo rm a lis tic ap ­ 
proach, information is fun- 
neled from a structured staff 
to a few aides to the Presi­ 
dent. The strengths of this 
system , says Johnson, are 
that it places technical con­ 
siderations ahead of politics 
- substituting the m erits of a 
question for its personal im­ 
plications — and preserves 
order and saves tim e. In 
truth-seeking, however, for­ 
m a listic P re sid e n ts m ay 
suffer from a homogeneity of 
id eas w here d iv e rsity is 
needed, isolation from reality 
and the distortion of truth 
through the screening pro­ 
cess. 
Though Johnson avoids a 
conclusive estim ate of Nixon, 
he asserts, “ . .. regardless of 
th e 
P r e s i d e n t s 
f o r e ­ 
knowledge of illegal acts, it 
was clear that his form alistic 
system had succeed ed in 
isolating him — either from 
the tra n sg re ssio n s of his 
subordinates (if he truly did 
not sponsor their activities) 
or from a realistic appraisal 
of the m arginal benefits of 
such acts and possible grave 
consequences (if he did).” 
Interestingly, 
insulation 
hampered other form alistic 
P resid en ts over d ecision ­ 
making — Truman in his in­ 
vasion of North K orea and 
Eisenhower in the Suez and 
Little Rock crises, to take 
some notable exam ples. Nix­ 
on may have suffered the 
most serious consequences 
because he was burdened 
with cold-blooded tech n i­ 
cians in high places — men 
whose loyalty was m arked by 
a rigid code of silence and 


paranoid hostility to exterior 
forces. 
Like Johnson and Truman, 
Nixon has been an activist 
President to the extent that 
he wanted to sift through pre­ 
pared information and make 


the decisions himself. Eisen­ 
hower, by contrast, preferred 
to r u b b e r - s t a m p p r e ­ 
packaged p olicies. All the 
form alistic Presidents have 
been noticeably uncomforta­ 
ble managing people, anxious 
to avoid conflict and confi­ 
dent that superior m anage­ 
ment would hedge against 
human error. 
R oosevelt and Kennedy 
w ere more tolerant of con­ 
flict. They wanted to “shape” 
the options themselves rather 
than choose from them. They 
suffered few scandals and 
their subordinates generally 
refrained from sub rosa plot­ 
ting. But not without a price. 
FD R and JF K so personally 
stam ped th eir ad m in istra­ 
tions that the successes and 
failures of those years were 
direct m anifestations of their 
personalities. Their'adm inis­ 
trations lacked the order and 
continuity of their form alistic 
peers. 
Roosevelt’s “com petitive” 
m anagem ent fostered diver­ 
sity in ideas, openly courted 


co n flict am ong aides and 
d elib erately granted o v er­ 
l a p p i n g d e l e g a t i o n s of 
authority. “There is some­ 
thing to be s^id for having a 
little c o n flic t,” R o o sev elt 
said. 
As long as he commanded 
the loyalty of his openly feud­ 
ing d ep u ties, the system 


worked. But creative solu­ 
tions eventually gave way to 
fru stra tio n and tu rn o v er. 
FDR, caught up in events, 
couldn’t plan ahead. He m an­ 
aged to navigate the uncer­ 
tain currents of his early 
years in office, but failed to 
anticipate the firmness and 
organization needed in w ar­ 
time. No less than 47 wartim e 
agencies reported directly to 
him. 
Kennedy’s “collegial" pro­ 
cess stressed teamwork rath­ 
er than conflict. His staff sys­ 
tem effectiv ely dism antled 
Ike’s ponderous bureaucracy. 
But Kennedy’s w ell-in ten ­ 
tioned chumminess with his 
advisers was at first coun­ 
te rp ro d u ctiv e, bui l di ng a 
“closed system of mutual sup­ 
port” that screened out de­ 
viant views. The result was 
some disastrous decisions, in 
particular the Bay of Pigs in­ 
vasion. 


By the end of his 1,000 days 
in office, Kennedy was more 
responsive to dissent. Unfor­ 
tunately, his system like that 
of the formalists, neglected 
legislation. A minimum wage 
bill lost 186-185 because 10 
lib erals who should have 
been summoned to the House 
floor were off drinking beer. 


Author Johnson cautions 
against too many labels. The 
e x t r a o r d i n a r y c h a r a c t e r 
rather than the management 
of President Johnson most 
significantly shaped his sys­ 
tem. And “Richard Nixon, 
like all men, is bound by his 
personality and his past; his 
idiosyncracies have left their 
stamp upon his Presidency.”

If, it 
having been made clear by the vote 
of the Judiciary Committee and by 
the private poll-taking, the majority 
of the House was going to vote to 
impeach, the President could with 
considerable dignity insist that the 
principal point to be transacted by

make up their own minds on the 
subject — that indeed they are 
com m itted to do so by their oaths of 
office. In fact, it is not that clear. 
Because if the Richard Nixon case 
goes over to the Senate with the 
attention focused primarily on his 
refusal to give up the tapes to the 
Judiciary Com m ittee, you will have 
here something of a clean con­ 
stitutional question: as you did in 
the case of Andrew Johnson. And a 
Congressman is entitled to take the 
position that he has no transcendant 
right 
to 
consult 
only 
his 
own 
passions and convictions in settling 
the issue: that the issue is better 
settled decisively — like the issue of 
Presidential authority over federal 
appointments which was settled in 
the Johnson case and subsequently 
corroborated by the Supreme Court 
— in the Senate chamber. 
Mr. Ford could not sympathize 
with this line of reasoning, and one 
suspects 
that 
he 
is 
unwittingly 
influenced by the suspicion that 
even to speak contingently about 
impeachment by the House m ight 
blur 
in 
the 
public 
mind 
as 
advocating 
impeachment. 
All 
of 
which is very honorable, except that 
meanwhile 
fifty 
or 
a 
hundred 
Republican Congressmen might lose 
their seats on account of it. 
Mr. Ford is a truly amiable man, 
of intelligence and loyalty, so that it 
proved impossible to get him to talk 
about 
whether, 
if 
he 
becam e 
P resident, 
he 
m ight 
find 
it 
statesm anlike to grant amnesty to 
the Watergate Ten Thousand. Once 
again, it is a little like asking Prince 
Charles to say what he would do if 
he were king. Which means that all 
conversations with Gerald Ford, 
perforce, tell us something about 
him, and not very much about public 
policy in any Administration headed 
by him. 


In opposing legislation by Senator 
George Moscone which seeks to 
rem ove all cloaks of secrecy from 
government 
operations, 
various 
ploys have been attempted by a 
number of state agencies. 
None were so ludicrous however 
as that of Steve Arditti, lobbyist for 
the University of California whose 
Regents seem to have a psychotic 
fear 
of conducting 
the 
public’s 
business in public view 
Arditti contended that because the 
Regents consider many 
matters 
involving the national security they 
must 
meet 
in 
secret. 
Moscone, 
obviously ruffled by the arrogant 
attitude 
of 
the 
U.C. 
lobbyist, 
retorted that 
anything which is 
secret by reason of national security 
is already covered by federal law. 
He said nothing the state legislature 
would pass could alter that. 
Mel CoBen, legislative chairman 
of 
the California Trial Lawyers 
Association, which is giving strong 
backing to M oscone’s bills, said if 
indeed there was a national security 
involvement 
the 
law 
should 
be 
“ narrowly 
and 
s p e c i f i c a l l y 
w ritten.” He said the present law 
which gives the Regents the right to 
hold secret m eetings on “ matters 
relating to or affecting national 
security” is so broad and vague it 
can encom pass anything. 


Despite Arditti’s assurance that 
all of the 24 Regents “ have security 
clearance” 
it 
stretches 
one’s 
credibility to be told that those 
responsible 
for 
the 
security 
of 
government 
secrets 
would 
be 
unveiling them to so motley an 
assembly. 
But to understand fully how much 
of 
a 
dodge” 
to 
avoid 
public 
m eetings this provision of law now 
protecting the Regents from open 
meetings 
really 
is, 
one 
should 
review the current attitude of the 
federal 
governm ent 
regarding 
secrecy for “ national security.” 


The term itself is rapidly coming 
into disrepute. Initially, the federal 
government invoked secrecy during 
WW II for “national 
defense.” 
After the war it quietly extended to 
“ in the interest of national defense” 
and as the “ religion of secrecy” 
grew 
it 
u ltim ately 
becam e 
“ national security,” a term far 
more specious covering not only 
international but dom estic affairs. 


The system saw the innovation of 
classification by which government 
documents 
were classified “Top 
Secret” 
and other labels which 
withheld them from the public. So 
widespread did this becom e that by 
1957 more than 1.5 million em ployes 
were 
em powered 
to 
classify 


records. 
In 
1972 
the 
General 
Accounting Office reported that the 
Defense and State departments and 
AEC were spending $60 million a 
year for storage and security of 
classified documents. 
Arthur Schlesinger, in his book 
“ The 
Im perial 
P re sid e n c y ,” 
reported that “secrecy became a 
way and all purpose means for the 
government to bury its mistakes, 
m anipulate 
its 
citizen s 
and 
maximize power.” 


No less an authority than Edward 
H e l l e r , 
who 
d i r e c t e d 
the 
development of the hydrogen bomb, 
is now advocating the government 
“unilaterally abandoning all forms 
of scientific and technical secrecy.” 
Said 
T eller, 
“ S ecrecy , 
once 
accepted, becomes an addiction.” 


What makes Teller’s view most 
important is that he was serving as 
a member of the Task Force on 
S ecrecy 
estab lish ed 
by 
the 
Pentagon’s Defense Science Board. 


And State Department scholar 
Herbert Feis observed, as WW II 
documents were being released 25 
years after the war, “ Perhaps now 
it 
is possible for 
historians of 
diligence to be as well informed as 
the Soviet authorities were at the 
tim e.”

issue press releases about them. 
They are, Mencken would concur, 
terminally 
salaried 
would-be 
tenants of the three column inches 
that may open for them like the Red 
Sea on page 34C if the corset ads 
and Little League ball scores run 
short. 
The 
next 
horizon 
of 
modern 
psychology may well be sifting how 
a press agent for, say, the Idaho 
Potato Council com es to believe that 
a starchy piece on spud production 
might be selected from a daily 
Everest of comparable snoozers to 
run 
in 
a sm all, 
local daily 
in 


Southern California without even 
enough room to print all of its wire 
service news. 
Of inferior difficulty, though still 
puzzling enough to rate a m asters 
thesis, are many of the government 
press agents, who fire off to you 
legal decisions on obscure nuances 
having 
to 
do 
with 
the 
mining 
industry in the Dakotas. They, of 
course, are armed with free postage 
and lower printing costs. If a single 
one of their administrative m issals 
arrives in type per millenium, they 
can afford to call the crusade a 
success. 
Torrents of the country’s minute 
scud by the nation’s city desks every 
day, 
providing billets 
for extra 
garbage collectors and lumberjacks 
by the thousands. 
Let’s stick our hand

advising him to wear his worst 
sports coat for the occasion, a St.
